“A Check List of British Insects,’ by G. 8. Kloet and W. D. Hincks. 
[ Abstract. ] 


Publication of the above Check List provides British workers with the first 
list of all Orders of British Insects to be completed since the works of Curtis 
and Stephens of over 100 years ago, with the exception of a little known list 
by Rev. F. O. Morris, stated to have been published in 1865 but probably 
issued in parts from 1865 to 1867. 


A few paper-bound copies were published in December 1945, but owing to 
difficulties in connection with the binding, distribution of bound copies to 
subscribers was not possible before 1946. 


The compilers were faced with many difficulties, the greatest of which was 
the impossibility of treating more than a small section of the work with 
specialised knowledge, and whereas many tangles of nomenclature have been 
dealt with satisfactorily, there are still many neglected Orders and Families of 
British Insects where further research is urgently required. 


The Check List deals with a total of 20,024 established species and 220 
casual species, placed in a total of 4767 genera. 


It is hoped that a discussion upon this publication will produce much 
constructive criticism to the benefit of all who have felt the need for such a 
work.
